Beauties of the Marble Building. 
With three-quarters of a million dot 
lars provided by Mr. Carnegie for a 
building, tbo Pan-American bureau 
»ni enabled to devote 1250,000 on 
hand to tbe purchase of a site, and a 
most admirable tract of aeveral acres 
was secured in an ideal location south 
of tbe White House and overlooking 
the Potomac river. Here a surpass- 
ingly beautiful marble palace has been 
reareu from the prise designs submit- 
ted in a competition which was en- 
tered by architects In all parts of tbo 
couutry. and. Indeed, of the continent 
There Is a distinct touch of the Span- 
ish in the architecture, markedly In 
the Inlroducllon uf a tile roof and tho 
provUlon of a patio" or Inner court, 
such u. constitutes tbe most distinc- 
tive feature of the typical Latin Amer- 
icau tuanalon. The whole architectural 
policy In the raae of thla building baa 
been to provide a atructure more aug- 
gestive of a palatial residence tbau a 
public uttlce structure.
